Now that the official plan for trade protection of 
sheet metal workers has been prepared and promul- 
gated, it is up to the trade in every locality to make 
the plan effective by organization and co-operation. 








THE question of wages in the stove industry is now 
settled satisfactorily for nearly two years to come. In 
this industry happily there is a considerable amount of 
mutual confidence and respect between employers and 
employed. ’Tis better thus. 








A BILL has been introduced in the legislature of the 
state of Washington for an appropriation of $150,000 
a year for the purpose of advertising the state. Many 
cities and towns in the country have made appropria- 
tions for a similar purpose and it has usually paid 
them. There’s no use talking, it does pay to advertise. 








AccorDING to a statement issued by the Bureau of 
Statistics the exports from the United States to the 
Orient during the month of February showed an im- 
provement over the corresponding month of 1906. 
The exports to Japan showed a decrease of $21,000,- 
ooo for the calendar year 1906, as compared with 1905, 
and-the exports to China a decline of $28,500,000. 
During February the exports to Japan showed a gain 
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of nearly $500,000 over those of February, 1906, 
while the reduction of exports to China was more than 
$1,000,000.

United States agree that in order to keep up a 

desirable supply of skilled workmen in 

Bo Bay the numerous and varied trades whose 

Workmen. /@#bor turns out the marvelous mass of 

American manufactures, it is becoming 

every day more imperatively necessary to undertake 
the systematic establishment of technical schools. 

In other countries modern industrial education has 
been developed to a very considerable extent. In 
this country only scattering attempts have been made 
so far to establish technical schools of a real practical 
character, for the industrial education of the Ameri- 
can boy. It is true that there are a few technical in- 
stitutions in this country that have sought to afford 
to young men the industrial education that our public 
schools fail to supply, but these institutions, being 
rather of the nature of colleges, appeal only to a very 
limited proportion of the youth of the country that 
needs a technical education. 

The time is surely coming when the American boy 
will be taught a trade in practical schools maintained 
at public expense for the purpose. In this connec- 
tion it is interesting to note the experience of indus- 
trial educators abroad. Take, for instance, the little 
country of Belgium, which has gone far in the direc- 
tion of technical education. Consul J. C. McNally. 
of Liege furnishes to, the Department of Commerce 
and Labor an interesting report on the results of in- 
dustrial education in that country, from which we 
glean the facts stated below. 

The prosperity of Belgium, which is advancing 
rapidly from year to year, is undoubtedly due to the 
technical teaching in its domestic training schools. 
These schools, created and maintained by the govern- 
ment, are under the general supervision of the de- 
partment of commerce and labor, which appoints a 
board of general supervisors whose duty it is to see 
that the teaching is of a high standard as well as to 
oversee the sanitary and hygienic arrangements of the 
various schools. Belgium enjoys the distinction of 
being the first country to organize domestic training 
schools, the first being established in 1889. 

In training boys for professional and industrial 
work, attention is given to the demands of the various 
localities. The various schools are,as follows: Me- 
chanical and electrical engineering, iron and steel, 
wood cutting, carpentering, joining, plumbing, watch 
making, jewelry making, firearm manufacturing, 
bookbinding and gilding, painting, designing, engrav- 
ing, spinning and weaving, dyeing, tanning, basket 
making, lace making, upholstery, tailoring, wood 
sculpture, telegraphy, music, etc. While the practical 
work of these institutions is the same as in the actual 
workshops, the theoretical training is intended to 
meet what the workshop does not supply. 

Apart from the government technical training 
schools, private institutions are inaugurated and are 
partly maintained by private subscription. These, 
however, also draw liberally from the government. 
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Technical education in Belgium has for its object 
to assist the employer and employee alike. The pres- 
ent condition of both is highly satisfactory, and the 
future points to a substantial advancement. The coun- 
try is tranquil, the workingmen are increasing their 
savings yearly, a spirit of contentment is everywhere 
manifest, which condition guarantees uninterrupted 
labor. Lockouts and strikes are rare, while the ques- 
tion of the unemployed is absent. All workmen are 
more or less skilled, and their labor wins,a compen- 
sation satisfactory to them. The continued industrial 
and commercial advancement of Belgium’ stimulates 
the demand for labor; and the labor, thanks to tech- 
nical. education in all branches, readily meets these 
demands. 





Some of the large employers of labor in the United 
States are endeavoring to work out a satisfactory so- 
lution of the technical education problem for them- 
selves, by the establishment of courses of instruction 
in their works to which boys and young men are 
invited. 

One of these courses has recently been established 

by the Bethlehem Steel Company at its works at 
South Bethlehem, Pennsylvania. The company af- 
fords an opportunity in its new apprenticeship course 
for boys and young men of 16 and over to learn the 
trades that enter into the manufacture of iron and 
steel. President Archibald Johnston of the company 
says: “The present day need of intelligent trained 
-mechanics, metal workers and artisans is so great that 
thinking people are only too anxious to see their sons 
safely placed in some such establishment as that of 
the steel company, where the variety of trades taught 
comprises almost every single one for which boys and 
young men are suitable. 

“The course embraces thorough instruction in the 
rudiments of each trade, leading up through every de- 
tail until the apprentice is turned out a competent fin- 
ished artist in his particular line. It is designed to 
turn out skillful, well trained, high grade mechan- 
icians—and not mechanics merely, but intelligent, 
high grade experts who have received the finest tech- 
nical training that can be obtained either here or in 
Europe—who know tools and how to use them; who 
know machines and machinery and how to make them 
and how to run them, too; experts who understand 
designs, sketches and drawings, who have been drilled 
in every detail of their art and are masters of their 
craft. In addition the welfare of the apprentices in 
every line of work is under the special charge of a 
separate department, which watches jealously over the 
progress and well being of each individual appren- 
tice.” 





The national conventions of manufacturers held in 
the last few years have given some attention to this 
subject of trade schools for young men. An instance 
of this occurred at the recent 21st annual convention 
of the National Brick Manufacturers’ Association of 
the United States, when the convention passed a reso- 
lution which included the following language: 


Whereas, The opportunities of the youth of America to 
acquire skilled trades have of recent years become so limited

that the trades:are now acute sufferers for want of men al 
to do the work. 

Resolved, That we deplore the existing conditions whi ) 
seem to threaten the very toundation of industrial growth an; 
manly self-development among our people; also 

Resolved, That we believe no more important issue ; 
now to be faced by the statesmen and people of this republic, 
and that no field now lies. open ‘to the purse of the. philan- 
thropist which can at all compare with the field of technica! 
education in its effect on the character of the people and the 
industrial development of our country. 





The handicap that confronts the American boy who 
leaves school at the fifth or ‘sixth grade is a serious 
one. It is at that age—when a boy can begin to help 
earn his living—that. the majority of the male youth 
of the country leave school. At the age of nineteen 
or thereabouts the boy has no definite aim in life, he 
has little or no business education, and if he decides 
to enter a trade he is handicapped from the start by 
present conditions in all the trades, with scarcely a 
single exception. 

The public schools do not give any training that 
leads toward the trades, save in a few noteworthy 
instances, and the country. is now dependent for its 
supply of skilled workmen on the mere remnants of 
the old apprenticeship system and on the immigration 
of trained workers. 

The President of the United States has recognized 
the importance of this subject by urging the establish- 
ment of trade schools. He has said in a recent mes- 
sage to Congress:- “It should be one of our prime 
objects as a nation, so far as feasible, constantly to 
work toward putting the mechanic, the wage. worker 
who works with his hands, on a higher plan of eff- 
ciency and reward. Unfortunately, at the. present, 
the effect of some of the work in the public schools 
is in exactly the opposite direction.” 

There are signs of an awakening on the part of the 
public and of the press to the necessity of undertaking 
systematic technical education and it is sincerely to 
be hoped that definite results will soon follow. this 
awakening. The trade press has done its full share in 
arousing public interest in the matter ahd will con- 
tinue to advocate the cause of the trade school until 
the American boy is given the chance he deserves.

The hardware business is so active in Twin City 
territory that Butler Brothers of Chicago and New 
York have just had to build one of their huge’ distrib- 
uting warehouses in Minneapolis, and new réasons for 
the vast consumption of hardware in the Northwest 
are now coming to light.

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HARDWARE WINDOW DRESSING. 





BY H. W. DIETERLE, GREAT FALLS, MONTANA, WINNER OF

Years ago John Jones was in the hardware busi- 
ness. He did not find it necessary to carry a large 
variety in any of his lines, and he confined his stock 
to strictly staple goods. There was no system of ar- 
rangement in his stock or in his method of doing busi- 
ness; no attempt was made to properly display his 
goods. You could probably find heating stoves in his 
show-windows during fly time, and ice-cream freezers 
were still in the windows when Mrs. Smith came in- 
quiring if he kept heating stoves. 

They say he made money—but that is not saying 
that he could do it to-day. Conditions have changed. 
Competition is keen, and the merchant to-day is 
obliged to use methods to hold and increase his. trade

that did not seem necessary years ago. He must ad- 
vertise. 

The progressive dealer finds that it is necessary to 
carry a far greater variety in almost every department. 
For instance, in tools there are hundreds of items 
which are absolutely staple for the dealer now that 
were practically not made years ago. This applies to 
builders’ hardware, sporting: goods, house furnishing 
goods, and in fact to every line that the progressive 
dealer carries. 

The dealer’s stock may be complete, and his prices 
right, but still he is confronted with the proposition 
whenever he gets in a new and desirable article, that 
the public does not know it, and it is up to him to let 
them know, if he expects to sell this new article. He 
may have just added the line of “Cut Quick” tools, or 
the “5-Second” ice-cream freezer, but if he wants the 
goods to move he will have to advertise. If he does 
not, his friend across the street who handles the “Best 
Ever Made” may get the people headed his way, and 
do the business. 
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Effective advertising is done in various ways, ut 
the show windows are a most inexpensive and effec: ve 
medium for the hardware man. 

In them the hardware dealer, at small expense, © in 
make his daily bid for business, and they indic.te 
what kind of business spirit is behind them. Dea): rs 
in other lines have learned years ago the effectiven ss 
of selling goods by properly displaying them in thvir 
windows, and it is surprising that so little attention 
has been given this aid by the hardware fraternity. 

The show windows are silent salesmen that will 
sell goods for you to people who possibly would never 
have entered your store had they not seen some article 
in your window that suggested itself as desirable, and 
getting them into the store leads to other sales. 

With due respect to the professional window-trim- 
mer of to-day, who has made a study of the subject 
and does good work, the writer believes there is not 
a hardware store in the country that does not have 
a bright clerk who can make a neat display that will 
sell goods, if he is encouraged to do so and not ham- 
pered on account of a few dollars’ expense. His first 
attempt may not be perfect in every respect, but if it 
sells only a few goods, it has accomplished a good re- 
sult, and a little more experience will bring greater re- 
sults. It is simply a matter of a clean window and 
clean goods, arranged with a little thought and judg- 
ment, 


Display One Line of Goods. 

With the exception of special displays, such as for 
holidays, when it is necessary to show all kinds of 
goods that make seasonable suggestions, it is best to 
display one line of goods at one time, and to make the 
arrangement of this one kind so striking that people 
will look.at it. 

If you are making a tool display, give the tools a 
chance and keep out the coffee pots. There are but 
few men who can make an effective display of knives 
and wash boilers in the same window. Don’t try it. 

Have the display properly balanced, by having goods 
of equal size on each side of the window. Do not put 
a wash boiler on one side and a coffee pot on the other. 

Make an artistic background to place the goods on. 
It will help much in showing goods to advantage. 

Do not adhere to one style of arrangemént of your 
displays. You will find the public notice the new dis- 
plays quicker. 

Change displays as frequently as possible. Be per- 
sistent in this. It is the constant changes that finally 
make people watch your windows to learn what is 
new. 

Put new goods or novelties in the windows at once. 
People will watch for these new goods. 

The writer does not advocate filling up a window 
with old stock, even at a great bargain. Use other 
means of disposing of them. 

An Index of the Store. 

The window may be regarded as a true index o! 
the style and quality of the goods in stock, and th 
character and standing of the establishment. It ': 
the appearance of the windows that makes the firs' 
impression. Do not give the impression that you 
stock is old and out-of-date. 

Do not get discouraged if some of your displays a| 
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listed and illustrated, some of which are manufac- 
tured expressly for Bullard & Gormley Co. There are 
convenient appliances for the camp, including tents, 
stoves and cooking kits.

Adver- 
tising, no matter what it costs, is well worth the 
money if it secures results arid we are very sure that 
the advertising done by Mr. Miller in the manner he 
describes does bring results. Our advice to him is to 
keep it up. Most people like to trade with a live dealer 
and his patrons will appreciate the fact that he sends 
them monthly circulars calling their attention to his 
stock of seasonable goods.

Our correspondent “Inquirer,” of Sioux Falls, S. 
1)., who asked for the views of furnace men on the ad- 
visability of using asbestos paper on furnace pipes and 
called forth the batch of letters on the subject printed 
in the April 13th issue of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, 
replies to some of those interesting communications 
in the following letter: 

‘‘Inquirer’’ Likes the Music. 


Tue AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

Good, I struck the keynote, with a good deal of music. 
I am pleased to get the different views as to papering hot air 
pipes, but in the first place don’t think I meant any paper at 
all, as I know the thick covering of several thicknesses is 
good, but when I wrote I referred to one thickness of No. 14 
asbestos paper. You seem to be all in the same line, so to 
speak, with one exception, “J. H. M.” 

Young Snips, you are off! I still stick to it that the 
paper is a conductor of heat and why? I once had an oc- 
casion to pass by a partition in a dining room and felt the 
heat from the wall, put my hand on tke plaster and was 
greatly surprised to find it not only warm, but hot.. So much 
so that I was fearful in time it might catch fire. If the paper 
wasn’t a conductor of the heat, why how could the plaster 
get so hot? 

As I say, excepting wall stacks, which is covered gener- 
ally for safety. 

I completed a furnace job a few years ago, but did not 
cover the cellar pipes and the owner kicked because I didn’t 
cover themi—that is, the woman of the house; so to satisfy 
her whim I covered the pipes and asked her to take particu- 
lar notice after the pipes were covered to see if the cellar 
was any cooler and if there was stronger heat passing in 
the rooms. In about a week after her husband called and said 
I was, right; he couldn’t see as it did a d—— bit of good! 
The cellar was well built and warm. 

You all agree with me on the use of thick paper. 

W. P. Cooke in the main is right. 

Mr. Green, you bet I am not a henpecked husband, and 
I call myself a pretty good cook. I don’t claim that the as- 
bestos mats would create heat, but to show that the heat 
penetrates them as well as on hot air pipes. Your newspaper 
idea is all right. It. conforms to my say. To expose pipes 
to currents of cold air is to help to hold the heat in the 
pipes. 

Thank you, Mr. Mosher, the more asbestos paper you 
get on the better, but on a long run, say to. the northwest, 
I always, where there is a show to not heat the upper rooms, 
double the cellar pipe, that is, put one inside of the other 
with a half-inch space between the inner and outer pipe, and 
I have never had a failure, which often is the trouble whether 
the pipes are covered with paper or not. I shall of course 
cover my hot air pipes with the thin paper as the rest do.

Thin Wrapping Is Insufficient. 


To THe Amertcan ARTISAN: 

In going over your valuable publication of March 30, 
ur attention has been arrested by the letter appearing on 
page 30, by “Inquirer,” with reference to the use of asbestos 
paper on furnace pipes. Possibly our long experience in 
he asbestos industry may enable us to offer a few remarks 
n this subject which will prove of interest. 

The position of “Inquirer” is well taken with reference 
) the insufficient thickness. of the asbestos paper with which 


“irmace pipes are usually covered. The opinion seems to 


° quite general that a wrap or two of 10 or 14 Ib. asbestos 
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paper is sufficient insulation for furnace pipes. This is a 
great fallacy. 

A great many exhaustive and impartial tests have been 
conducted from time to time by well-known engineers, and 
while space will not permit us to go into details, we will 
state that it is quite generally conceded that the first one- 
quarter inch of a recognized first class insulator will save 
35 per cent of the heat radiated from a bare surface, and 
each succeeding one-quarter inch 35 per cent of the re- 
mainder. Asbestos is recognized the world over as one of 
the best heat retainers, and while, unquestionably, there is 
a certain amount of insulation in one or two wraps of 
paper, it is entirely insufficient and we would recommend 
a thickness of at least one-quarter or one-half inch. These 
thicknesses of asbestos paper, however, might prove heavy 
‘or long runs of furnace pipes and it is, therefore, de- 
sirable to use some of the later forms of air cell insulation, 
such as Asbestocel Paper, Asbestos Roll Fire Felt, etc. 
These combine the efficiency of the asbestos paper itself 
with the air cell principle, making the covering fully as good 
in insulator, but lighter and less expensive than the same 
thickness of solid paper. 

In making the above. remarks, we assume the economy 
of covering furnace pipes is conceded. We believe no one 
will question the statement that an efficient covering con- 
fines the heat to the pipe, forcing it up into the rooms where 
it is needed and preventing ovcrheating the basement where 
it is unnecessary. 

Replying to the latter part of the letter of “Inquirer,” 
in which he endeavors to illustrate his point by reference 
to asbestos mats for cooking purposes, he seems to have a 
wrong impression of the object of these valuable articles. 
Asbestos stove mats are not “heat conductors,” but are in- 
tended to obstruct the direct flow of heat from a flame and 
diffuse it equally over a given surface. For example: 
Where an article is being cooked on a circular burner, the 
effect of the flame is felt in but one place, whereas, if a 
stove mat is placed over the flame, the heat will be equalized 
and the dish evenly cooked. Stove mats, when placed over 
a flame, contain the same percentage of efficiency as when 
applied to furnace pipes, but the heat in the former is so 
much greater than the latter, that the non-conducting qual- 
ities of the mat appear to be very small.

The slow vessel sailing five knots per hour, in thirty- 
six hours reaches point S. The fast vessel sailing six 
knots per hour in thirty-six hours reaches point F. 
The problem is for the fast vessel to overtake the slow 
vessel, 

I will assume that the fast vessel will sail on the

shortest straight line drawn from point F to the point 
of intersection at which the ships will meet. The 
distance from point S on the line A M to the inter- 
secting point must be a multiple of five—to corre- 
spond with the.speed. 

By means of a large sheet of paper and a three-foot 
rule, the intersecting point is located twenty-seven 
and one-half inches from point S, on the line AM 
continued. 

The distance from A to F is six inches. .By meas- 
uring with a rule the hypotenuse of the triangle from 
point F to intersecting point is a trifle more than 
thirty-three inches. In the construction of this tri- 
angle every five inches measured on line A M con- 
tinued indicates one hundred and eighty knots, or a 
scale of one inch to thirty-six knots. The line A F, 
base of the triangle, is six inches and represents two 
hundred and sixteen knots, or a scale of one inch to 
thirty-six knots. The length of the hypotenuse of this 
scale triangle is ascertained by figures to be 33.04+ 
inches, The distance from A to intersecting point is 
32% inches. The square is 1056.25 inches. Adding 
to this the base, 67, or 36 inches, and we get 1092.25 
as the sum of the squares. Extracting the square root 
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of the sum and we get 33.04 inches as the length of 
the hypotenuse. These are the working figures:

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As the scale is one inch equals thirty-six knots, the 
exact distance from A to point of intersection is found 
by multiplying 32% inches by 36, and the product is 
1,170 knots, which being squared equals 1,368,900 
square knots. Adding to this the square of the base, 
216? = 46,656, and we get 1,415,556 as the sum of 
the squares. Extracting the square root of this and 
we get 1,189.76 knots as the hypotenuse of the tri- 
angle. Here are the working figures: 
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The decimal 24 hundredths, can be expressed as the 
fraction 4%, and represents 4 of an hour, or 15 min- 
utes. The fast vessel in thar time will sail 1% knots, 
making a total distance of 1,189.44 + 1.5 = 1,190.94 
knots, in 198 hours and I5 minutes. 

The slow vessel, sailing at a speed of 5 knots per 
hour, in fifteen minutes’ time will sail 114 knots, mak- 
ing a total distance of 990+ 11% = 991% knots, in 
198 hours and 15 minutes. 

On the working scale 114 knots will be represented 
by the fraction 5/144 of an inch, and the intersecting 
point M is to be raised 5/144 of an inch. 

Summing up the operations, the slow vessel sails 
from point A to point of intersection, 1,170 knots. 

The fast vessel sails from point F to point of in- 
tersection, 1,189.76-+- knots. ° 

The slow vessel sails 1,170 knots in 234 hours. 

The slow vessel sails 990 knots in 198 hours. 

The fast vessel sails 1,189.76 knots at a speed of 
six knots per hour in 198.29 hours. 

HOW TO READ THE SCALE. 


The triangle M A C is drawn to a scale of one inch 
equals one hundred and forty-four knots, exactly one- 
fourth of the working scale. 

The line AE is one and one-fourth inches long, 
and represents a distance of one hundred and eighty 
knots. The line A M is eight and one-eighth inches 
long and represents 144 X 8% = 1,170 knots. 

The line AC is one and one-half inches long and 
represents 144 X 144 = 216 knots, 
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The line CM is in length one-fourth of the 
hypotenuse of the triangle, 814-++ inches. 

The line C E shows the position of the ships after 
each has sailed 36 hours. .

In your issue of April 6 I notice that Brother H. E, 
Osborne takes exception to my wanted correction of 
his solution of the “steel square problem.” I also stand 
ready to be corrected, and am also “from Missouri.” 
I am glad the problem I helped solve so long ago 
(1865) when the case actually occurred, has proved 
so interesting. 

In your issue of March 30 I gave a solution of 
the problem, and now I will say that the “17 miles 
short” with which I charged Brother Osborne was 
putting it a little strong, but will give the answer as 
I have it. The vessel running 5 knots per hour was 
out 1,178 2-11 miles from port, when the vessel run- 
ning 6 knots on the hypotenuse line had run 1,197 9-11 
miles, when she overhauled the vessel on the base line. 
These vessels were out 199 7-11 hours. These frac- 
tions were indefinite until I had the problem verified 
by a mathematician. 

Brother Osborne, try my method of solving the 
problem.

TRADE PROTECTION FOR SHEET METAL MEN. 


Plan of Action Decided Upon by the National Association 


of Master Sheet Metal Workers—The 
Financial Plan. 

The plan by which the officers and trustees of the 
National Association of Master Sheet Metal Workers 
propose to secure trade protection for those affiliated 
with the association has just been promulgated by 
President Edwin L. Seabrook of Philadelphia. He an- 
nounces the plan to make trade protection effective at 
the earliest possible moment as follows: 

“Local associations are urged to at once take up the 
question of trade protection with the firms in their re- 
spective localities or the firms from which sheet metal 
supplies are purchased, whether these firms are located 
in the same city as the local or not. It should be ob- 
served that the first principle of the National Associa- 
tion gives the preference in buying to those houses 
that protect the master sheet metal worker in the sale 
of supplies. 

“The basis for any arrangement will be the Trade 
Resolutions (printed below). These should be pre- 
sented to the supply houses and their meaning and im- 
port thoroughly understood. No signed agreement is 
needed; simply an expression in some substantial form 
from each firm that they are ‘in accord’ with these 
resolutions. It is desired to publish each month a 
‘List in accord’ of the firms assenting to these resolu- 
tions. 

“A firm must be ‘in accord,’ not only in its home city 
but in every locality where there are members of the 
National Association. 

“Any modification of these resolutions entered into 
must be approved by the national trustees before it can 
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become operative. This is necessary to prevent t/ 
action of one local which might be in a neighborin- 
city, conflicting with that of another. 

“By a modification is meant, for instance, leaving tl: 
sale of corrugated iron open to everybody; or the sa 
to those not in the trade of material at less favorab|. 
discounts. Modifications are not desired; absolut 
trade protection should be insisted upon. 

“The effectiveness of these protective measures wi! 
depend almost entirely upon how firm a stand is taken 
by each local association. If they are weak the pro- 
tection will be likewise. This protection is due the 
master sheet metal worker as a matter of right and 
not as a favor; and the-rights of the trade should be 
respected. ’ 

“This work should be taken up at,once and pushed 
vigorously. Keep the national officers fully advised 
as to the progress made. Write for information upon 
any point in which you may be in doubt.” 


The Trade Resolutions. 
The trade resolutions referred to by President Sea- 
brook in the foregoing announcement are those adopt- 
ed by the national trustees at the semi-annual meeting 


in February and are as follows: 

Resolved, That the members of this Association, when 
possible, confine the purchase of sheet metal supplies to man- 
ufacturers and jobbers who are not our competitors and who 
sell goods to Master Sheet Metal Workers only, as defined 
in these resolutions. 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this Association that the 
interpretation of the term’““Master Sheet Metal Worker,” as 
set forth in the foregoing-‘resolution, be considered to mean 
a Master Sheet Metal Worker who has an established place 
of business and represents the industry of sheet metal work 
in his locality, and who is thereby eligible to membership in 
this Association. : 

Resolved, That each Local Association connected with 
the National Association, be and is hereby empowered and 
directed to at once endeavor to secure such co-operation with 
the manufacturers and jobbers in their respective locality as 
will establish and maintain just and equitable trade relations 

Resolved, That this Association request that the manu- 
facturers and dealers in sheet metal supplies discontinue the 
practice of selling goods to builders and so-called sheet metal 
contractors who are under:the direct jurisdiction of corpora- 
tions or owners of large estates or buildings or their repre- 
sentatives, and who cannot be said to be in the sheet metal 
business in any sense of the term.

the Board of Directors of the National Association. 


The Financial Pian. 
In order to raise the necessary funds for carrying 
out the National Association’s plan of trade protec 
tion, it is further announced ‘that the recommendatio: 
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‘he committee which has had the subject of ways 
| means in hand is as follows: That each member 
asked to contribute to the support of the National 
.sociation one-quarter of 1 per cent on his pay roll 
‘ring the year 1906. This percentage amounts to 


s..50 for each $1,000 actually paid in wages to me-- 


chanics. A member with $2,000 annual pay roll 
vould contribute $5 a year and a member with a pay 
roll of $10,000 would contribute $25. 

The national trustees believe that this p!an has many 
features that will commend it after the members of 
the association have given it careful and thoughtful 
consideration, 

They urge its acceptance on the ground of equity, 
and say that a fund to secure the full benefit of the 
trade protection plan is absolutely necessary.

HARDWARE, 

There is a satisfactory volume of business in the 
hardware trade in the middle West in spite of the re- 
cent relapse to cold and disagreeable weather. Sea- 
sonable lines are selling well and jobbers’ books are 
filling up with orders, Deliveries on some lines are 
still exceedingly slow, owing to the difficulty expe- 
rienced by manufacturers in getting raw material, but 
complaints on the score of transportation delays are 
rapidly disappearing. There seems to be plenty of 
confidence among retailers as to the business outlook 
and they are ordering goods freely in anticipation of a 
good demand throughout the year for all kinds of 
heavy and ‘shelf hardware. 

The demand for wire nails continues strong. Man- 
ufacturers have been unable to catch up on their old 
orders, and their troubles have been added to by a 
shortage of nail kegs. Prompt shipments are generally 
requested on new business, which is taken to indicate 
light stocks. 

In barb and smooth fence wire the demand far ex- 
ceeds the output of the mills, and many complaints are 
heard of delayed shipments, with slight premiums ob- 
tainable for reasonable delivery. 

Builders’ hardware continues strong, and there is 
talk of price-cutting among the large interests. 





TIN PLATE. 

Business in tin plates continues good under a heavy 
demand for delivery during the second and third quar- 
ters at premiums of toc per box. Mills are working 
to their full capacity and have plenty of business 
booked ahead. The present prices stand at $3.90 for 
100-pound coke plates, f. o. b.

for the remainder of the year and practically remove 
the Bessemer makers as a factor in the market, whil 
some of the furnaces now working on foundry grades 
may be turned over to Bessemer iron should the de 
mand forthe latter continue.

semer just contracted for are reported as $21.50 | 
$23 at Valley furnace. 

The demand continues heavy East and West f" 
spot iron and it is estimated that 100,000 tons can ! 
disposed of at outside prices if the material were avai 
able. There is much interest in second and third qua: 
ter deliveries and also some inquiry and a few orde' 
for the first quarter of next year, as already reporte 
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Quotations on pig iron show little change, the de- 
mand being too active to allow any recession.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: 

“Each day increases the evidence that spot prices will 
ontinue through the third quarter, and probably through the 
entire year. The sudden turn of Bessemer consumers and 
their buying to the extent of a quarter million tons last 
veek, removed one of the few remaining doubts which could 
‘e brought forward as to the strong basis for business during 
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the balance of 1907. Furnaces continue to withdraw from 
the market for second and third quarter deliveries, as their 
order books get in shape which justifies them in so doing. 
The market is full of inquiries for spot delivery and it is 
daily becoming more difficult to supply demands of customers 
satisfactorily in this way. Large business has been placed in 
this territory during the past week for extended delivery dur- 
ing third quarter and last half, and this has but reflected 
similar conditions elsewhere. Leading buyers are actively 
interested in the market for the fourth quarter and it is ex- 
pected that considerable of this business will be closed in the 
next few weeks. 

“As predicted, production during March suffered a fall- 
ing off, the weekly capacity of the furnaces in blast on April 
I being 497,000 tons as compared with 511,000 tons on the 
first of March. The daily rate of production in March was 
71,000 tons as compared with 73,000 approximately in Febru- 
ary. The decline was due to floods and other unusual weather 
conditions which affected many of the plants in the Pitts- 
burg territory. Added to this was the banking and blowing 
oft of stocks in Ohio and in the south to a considerable ex- 
tent. 

“There seems to be no let-up in the specifications for fin- 
ished steel lines and in the central west especially there is 
much activity. The attention of those interested has been 
centered in the western grain fields, and crop news from now 
on will be about the only remaining item containing the 
element of uncertainty for the eountry’s prosperity during 
1907. The government’s unusually favorable report issued 
on April 1 was only in line with the general expectations of 
what it would be. Concerns which make about 75 per cent 
of the domestic production of crude, semi-finished and fin- 
ished steel, report no indications whatever of falling off in 
business. They are for the most part turning down business 
every day and are booked far into the future. The increased 
purchases by railroads have been a feature, rail sales being 
reported at least 60 per cent more than the week before. 





Matthew Addy & Company, Cincinnati, will say in their 


weekly report: 

“Buying has been on a large scale this week. It is 
difficult to particularize in regard to the purchasing, for 
everything has been in demand. There have been good 
orders for malleable, which is already in very short supply, 
even for the last quarter of the year. But the bulk of the 
business has unquestionably been for foundry irons, and 
ninetcen-twentieths of the orders call for delivery in the 
third and fourth quarters of the year. As has been the 
case for so long, there have been many small orders, yet 
there have been some wholesale’ lots, too, as severa! sales 
in excess of 1,000 tons testify. 

“There are in the trade many ‘doubting Thomases.’ 
They are skeptical of the continuance of the present’ high 
prices through the balance of the year. Yet it is hard to 
appreciate their point of view. A careful analysis of the 
situation makes one doubt the ability of the furnaces to 
supply the demand, and unless consumption drops amazingly 
all the known facts point to a greater shortage of iron this 
year than we have ever had before. That consumption will 
drop does not seem possible, for all melters of iron bear 
testimony to the fact that they are full of orders, are 
behindhand now in filling them, and that the volume of 
work offering is larger than they can take. This is the 
universal story. As for the furnaces, they are not appar- 
ently going to increase their output. On the contrary, pro- 
duction seems, for the present at least, to be declining. All 
the furnaces have phenomenal order books. The amount 
of free iron left to sell for the second and third quarters 
is a mere trifle. To tell the truth, there are some furnaces 
that are already hopelessly in arrears and which will carry 
into the fourth-quarter a heavy tonnage of delinquent busi- 
ness. One of the largest sellers of foundry iron in the 
country said the other day that if he made no effort to 
sell another ton for 1907, simply taking care of the odds 
and ends that might gravitate to him, he could hardly 
expect on the last day of the year to clean up even and 
have an ofder book right up to date. And this sold-up 
condition of affairs is the case in the South as well as in 
the North. So Mr. Doubting Thomas has all the facts 
against him and seems to have nothing tangible to offer 
except the fact that prices are high, and that the crops 
may fail, and prosperity may wither, and the railroads may 
quit improvements, and the Day of Judgment may come like 
a thief in the night, or words to that effect.

I hardly know what to speak about, but there is only one thing upon my mind at this time and that is the subject 
of profits, and I presume that never in the history of the retail hardware business—I know in my own case—in sixteen 
years that I have been connected with the hardware business, have the ‘conditions been ac they are to-day. Well, the 
hardware people as a rule are looked upon as the representative business men of this country. I hardly believe that there 
are any class of dealers who are so slow to take advantage of a rising market as the hardware dealer. I know in our state 
that they seldom raise the retail price until we have sold out the stuff that we buy cheap. 

Now, there is a condition that presents itself, gentlemen, before the retail hardware people to-day, that we should 
f. take hold of, and that is the lightning rod business. A year ago I attended a meeting of a telephone company in alittle 
town twelve miles from my city. I had one of the telephones in my store. I attended the meeting principally to get 
acquainted with the farmers, and I went in a store in the town of a friend of mine and saw some lightning rods. I says, 
; »‘*Well, what are you selling?” He says, “Lightning rods,"" and I gave him the laugh. Well, I came home and went to the 
Michigan Association meeting in August and found there dozens of hardware people who were selling lightning rods and 
making money, and I found out since on investigation that one firm in a town had cleaned up net $6,100,00 in the light- 
ning rod business. 

Gentlemen, you can get good lightning rods that will absolutely protect the farmers’ buildings, and you are more 
fortunate in Ohio than in any other state from the fact that a building properly protected with lightning rods, the old 
line companies will give you better rates. We investigated the hghtning rod business and commenced to sel] them on the 
llth day of January. I looked around and found lightning rods that I thought was good and I bought one thousand feet- 
After I bought it I found that my competitor in a town near me had the same thing and was selling it at such a price that 
there was practically no margin in it.

Then I investigated another one and got a county on it—got the western 
half of Jackson County and the eastern half of Calhoun, and 1 started out and divided that county among the farmers— 
got a farmer to canvass for me. Since the 1]th day of January my profits have amounted to a substantial sum.

In the state of Indiana, as my friend Corey here will bear me out, they are all taking hold of it. In the state of Michigan 
the hardware dealers will clean up $150,000.00 this year in the lightning rod business. 

As a member of the executive committee of the Michigan Retail Hardware Association I extend to you a most 
hearty invitation to attend our convention in August, and if you come up there, gentlemen, I assure you that we will give 
f you ore of the best times in your life. Now, if you desire any information in regard to l:ghtning rods, I might be able to
